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REFORM ON NAVAL GENERAL COURTS-MAR- 
TIAL. 

During a somewhat extended experience as Judge Ad- 
yocate of naval general courts-martial, I have been fre- 
quently impressed by the existence of a peculiar form 
of practice of those courts which has its counterpart in 
no other tribunal in the land. 

Since the passage of the Act of Congress of July 17, 
1892, the exercise of this form has been transferred 
from the Judge Advocate to the President of the court, 
but the form, itself, still exists with all its vitality and 
dangerous features unimpaired, in the hands of its new 
master. I refer to the manner in which a naval general 
court-martial arrives at its finding or verdict. 

To those not familiar with this character of tribunal 
it may be well to say that to a certain extent the Judge 
Advocate is a looker-on, as he has no voice in the find- 
ing; but, on the other hand, he is the mainspring of the 
court, for the reason that upon his action as the prose- 
euting officer for the Government, as counsel for the 
accused, when he has no other counsel, and as the gen- 
eral adviser of the court on questions of law and prac- 
tice, the finding as to the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused is based. The position is an anomalous one, and 
the Judge Advocate who succeeds in performing his 
whole duty, even to his own satisfaction, is to be con- 
gratulated. 

Until the act of 1892 was passed, the Judge Advocate 
was present at all the sittings of the court, whether with 
closed or open doors, and in addition to his other duties 
there was cast upon him a responsibility, the importance 
and serious nature of which cannot be overestimated. 

By the regulations and practice of the Naval service, 
when a court-martial had arrived at that stage where the 
finding, as it is called, was to be voted upon, the court 
was cleared of all persons but the members and the 
Judge Advocate. Each member wrote upon a piece of 
paper his vote as to the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused, signed his name to the paper and handed it to the 
Judge Advocate, who, after receiving the votes of all 
the members present, proceeded, in secret (that is without 
permitting any member to see the writing on the papers) 
to count the yotes, pro and con, and, upon the conelu- 
sion of his examination, to announce the finding as 
“Guilty” or “Not guilty.” In other words, the Judge 
Advocate made the verdict, and there was no one who 
could gainsay him. It may have been the verdict of 
the court, correctly reported, and it may have been the 
verdict of the Judge Advocate alone. 

Take the case of a court composed of nine members, 
five of whom vote for acquittal and four vote for con- 
viction. The Judge Advocate reports that the finding 
of the court is “Guilty.” Who could contradict him? 
The oath of the members and of the Judge Advocate 
contains this language—"I will not at any time disclose 
the vote or opinion of any particular member of the 
court, unless required to do so before a court of justice 
in due course of law.” No one member was at liberty 
to interrogate any other member as to his vote, nor 
would the member so interrogated be at liberty to give 
the information even should it be asked for; neither 
could the same interrogatory be addressed to or an- 
swered by the Judge Advocate. This construction of 
the language of the oath is that which has always been 
accepted, and I know of not a single departure from it. 

Was it fair to the Judge Advocate to impose upon him 
such a responsibility, and was it fair to the accused to 
place him in a position where, after an acquittal or con- 
viction by the court, he might be convicted or acquitted 
by the Judge Advocate, either by his voluntary action 
or by a careless and reckless count? Is there any reason 
for the continuance of such a condition? 

I am prepared to admit that no law, regulation or rule 
was ever adopted without having been induced by some 
reason, whether that reason were good or bad; but in 
this instance, though I have’ made considerable search 
for the basis of this practice in its inception, I have 
failed to find even a plausible, to say nothing of a tangi- 
ble, theory. 

This practice does not obtain on Army courts-martial. 
On those courts the vote on the finding is taken orally, 
the junior member voting first and the votes are recorded 
as received. There can be no mistake here. Each mem- 
ber knows the vote of his fellow member, and I ean 
think of no other tribunal of any character, where se- 
cresy is preserved between the jurymen themselves as 
to their respective sentiments. In the Grand Jury rooms 
of our criminal courts there is no such condition, and yet 
the Grand Jury is the most secret body known to our 
criminal law. After a criminal trial when the verdict 
has been announced by the foreman, the accused has the 
right to poll the jury and take from the mouth of each 
jury his individual verdict. Why should a Naval court- 
martial have a rule of practice different from that of 
every other court in the land? 

There is no statutory construction of the language of 
the oath; there is no regulation which prescribes the ac- 
cepted construction. It is the growth of time and cus- 
tom, originating in some unexplainable way and con- 
tinued because no one has ever seemed to think it worth 
while to correct it. Is it not time to reverse it? 

The singular inconsistency in this connection will be 
seen when it is noted that the same language exists in 
the oath as taken by the members of Army courts, and 
yet the construction is exactly the opposite of the Naval 
construction. On Army courts the vote is open among 
the members, and each man knows his neighbor’s vote. 

It may be said (by way of begging the question) that 
no officer would be guilty of such an act as reporting a 
false verdict. ‘This may be true, but the danger is still 
there, and a case might arise where the temptation of re- 
sultant advantage might be too strong to be successfully 





resisted. Such a case could arise, as far as the tempta- 
tion goes, and such a case is within my own experience. 
The Judge Advocate, however, was not a man to yield, 
and in addition to that feature the case was before an 
Army court, where the votes were taken orally. The 
same conditions, however, might arise on a Naval court, 
where the votes are taken in secret. In the case to 
which I have referred, an Army officer was tried by 
court-martial, and the Judge Advocate was the senior 
officer of the grade immediately below that of the ac- 
eused. If the accused had been dismissed from the 
service, the Judge Advocate would have recefved his 
promotion. 

By the Naval Regulations of 1896, article 1839, the 
record of the votes is required to be destroyed, unless 
the court by unanimous vote direct otherwise. I have 
never known the record of the votes to be preserved, in 
my experience, and I believe there is but one case on 
record where the members of a court-martial were called 
upon to reveal their votes “before a court of justice 
in due. course of law.”’ That instance was in the case of 
the members of the court which tried Commander Mac- 
kenzie, and is reported in 1 Penna. Law Journal Re- 
ports, 356. 

By the passage of the act before referred to, of July 
17, 1892, the Judge Advocate was required to withdraw 
during the secret sessions of the court and the duty of 
taking the votes now devolves upon the President of 
the court, under, however, the same conditions which ex- 
isted when the Judge Advocate was the actor and the 
principle under discussion therefore remains the same. 

It must be understood that I am speaking entirely 
impersonally when I say that I do not think that such a 
power as this should be placed in the hands of any 
man, particularly when the remedy is so simple and at 
hand. Either abolish the secresy (among the members of 
the court) now attaching to the written ballots and per- 
mit them to be inspected by each member, before the 
finding is announced, or abolish the written ballot alto- 
gether and establish the oral voting system. It will be 
to the interest and advantage of all concerned. It will 
preclude the possibility of an injustice to the accused or 
to the Government and the service, and it will remove 
from the court and its members the last possible element 
of doubt which might, however unjustly, attach to them.

Secretary Long has determined to order a court-martial 
to try Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan on charges growing out 
of the conduct of that officer while acting as comman- 
dant of the Pensacola Navy Yard. This action will be 
taken upon the application of Comdr. Mullan, who ob- 
jects to the Secretary’s disposition of the findings of the 
Court of Inquiry, which recently investigated the allega- 
tions filed against him in regard to his course at the 
Navy Yard. Comdr. Mullan’s trouble is said to have 
arisen in consequence of gossip at the station. There is 
practically no work to be done there, as a ship has not 
been repaired in that yard for years; and the lack of 
work seems to have allowed ample opportunity for talk. 
It is also said that Comdr. Mullan was somewhat dem- 
ecratic in his treatment of the workmen and that he 
had been intemperate. The allegations filed at the Navy 
Department contained reference to this matter. The 
Court of Inquiry which investigated Comdr. Mullan’s 
found nothing improper in his relations with a 
young lady whose name has been mentioned, but it is 
alleged that he had been indiscreet. In the matter of the 
charge of intemperance, the court is understood to have 
found some basis therefor. Comdr. Mullan’s friends say 
that while he is not a “teetotaler,” he is not intemperate, 
and they will be able to prove this to be the case when 
his trial occurs. The trial will probably take place at 
the Washington Navy Yard. 


-— 
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The mystery of the theft of cannon from West Point 
which occurred some time in February or March last, is 
being cleared up by the arrest by a Government detec- 
tive of parties believed to be implicated. The relics 
stolen consisted of four bronze cannon taken in the Mex- 
ican and Civil Wars. One of these guns was a 4-pounder 
eaptured on the field of Monterey. On June 2 Thomas 
hi. Earley, a plumber of Highland Falls, and Max Bern- 
stein, a junk dealer of New York City, were charged 
with the theft of the guns, and were held under bail for 
examination on June 4. It is believed there are other 
arrests in connection with the case that will follow, as 
it is generally conceded there must have been other ac- 
complices. The New York “Herald” reports that two 
of the five cannon stolen are now in Frankfort, Ger- 
many, while the other three, according to the “Herald,” 
were sold to a metal dealer in New York City.

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A delegation of South Carolinians have presented a 
petition to Congress for the conversion of Castle Pinck- 
pey, in Charleston Harbor, into a sanitarium for the 
disabled officers and men of the Army and Navy. The 
castle is the harbor defense nearest the City of Charles- 
ton, and is on an island containing about 25 acres. It is 
understood that the proposition is regarded favorably by 
the War Department. Senator Tillman, of South Car- 
olina, on Saturday introduced a bill in the Senate to es- 
tablish the sanitarium, which was read twice by its title, 
and, with the accompanying papers, referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs.

Lieut. Col. Charles Smart, of the Medical Department, 
U. S. A., returned to Washington June 4 from his West- 
ern trip, on which he made some very successful exper- 
iments with the emergency ration. Lieut. Col. Smart 
and Capt. Osear J. Brown, Ist Cav., with 44 cavalrymen, 
started from Fort Sill, Oklahoma, May 17. They su!> 
sisted on full rations for two days, and then for ten 
days on an emergency ration, consisting of 8 ounces of 
hard bread, 5 ounces bacon, 2 ounces pea meal, 1 ounce 
coffee, 1 tablet saccharine, 4% ounce tobacco, salt and 
pepper. The party went about 21 miles a day. Tie 
weather was pleasant, except two rainy days. At thie 
end of the expedition the men had lost an average of 
3 pounds’ weight, but their strength, tested by dynamo- 
meter, was increased to an average of 40 pounds. An- 
other party of 10 cavalrymen, under 2d Lieut. W. H. 
Osborne, Ist Cav., with pack mules, traveled the same 
distance and time by a parallel line, with full rations. 
These men lost an average of 114 pounds per man, owilg 
to the change from garrison life. Roads were avoided, 
directions being ascertained by the compass. Lieut. Col.

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NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 

The Naval War College at Newport, R. I., was form- 
ally opened June 2. Comdr. C. F. Goodrich, president of 
the War College, presided, and introduced Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Nawy Roosevelt, who spoke upon Washing- 
ton’s forgotten maxim, “To be prepared for war is the 
most effectual means to promote peace.” 

In his stirring speech Secretary Roosevelt said among 
other things: “If in the future we have war, it will al- 
most certainly come because of some action, or lack of 
action, on our part in the way of refusing to accept re- 
sponsibilities at the proper time, or failing to prepare for 
war When war does not threaten. An ignoble peace is 
even worse than an unsuccessful war; but an unsuccess- 
ful war would leave behind it a legacy of bitter memo- 
ries Which would hurt our national development for a 
generation to come. In closing,” said Mr. Roosevelt, 
“let me repeat that we ask for an armament fit for the 
nation’s needs, not primarily to fight, but to avert fight- 
ing. Preparedness deters the doe, and maintains right 
bythe show of ready might without the use of violence. 
Peace, like freedom, is not a gift that tarries long in the 
hands of cowards, or of those too feeble, too short-sighted 
io deserve it, and we ask to be given the means to in- 
cure that honorable peace which alone is worth having. 
"Mr. Roosevelt visited and inspected the torpedo station, 
and experiments were made with a Whitehead torpedo.

THE CHEYENNE TROUBLES. 


Direful rumors of a large band of Cheyenne Indians, 
led by White Bull, from the Tongue River Agency 
Lame Deer, Mont., being on the warpath have reached 
the East, but they seem to have been greatly exagger- 
ated. The origin of the trouble was the killing of a 
sheep herder named Hoover, who seems to have been 
shot from ambush. The sheriff immediately took steps 
to ferret out the murderer on the Indian reservation, and 
a crowd of armed men aided him as deputies. Capt. 
Stouch, 3d U. 8S. Inf., agent at the Tongue River reser- 
vation, promptly guarded against the dangers of a raid 
of the infuriated settlers among the Cheyennes and 
called for troops, which were quickly sent to him from 
Fort Custer, which is near at hand. Meanwhile the af- 
fair had become greatly simplified by the confession of 
Stanley, one of the Cheyennes, that he had shot the 
herder, and by his promptly yielding to the party sent 
by the agent to arrest him. But the Indians still 
showed resentment at the sheriff’s party, and refused to 
give any information as to whether Stanley had accom- 
plices. Capt. Stouch therefore asked the sheriff to with- 
draw, and sent to Washington for instructions. When 
these came, they directed co-operation with the civil au- 
thorities. The trouble, however, seems to be over, for 
on June 1 Capt. Stouch issued a bulletin referring to the 
excitement, to the fact that troops were available if 
needed, and saying: “I deem it my duty to advise all per- 
sons who have left homes and business on account of the 
alleged danger of Indian depredations to return with the 
assurance that there will not be the slightest danger of 
harm from the Indians if the civil authorities and set- 
tlers will be patient and not try and take the law into 
their own hands and thereby prevent the agent from 
doing his duty in keeping the so quiet and arresting 
the now confessed murderers.” The sheriff himself an- 
nounced: “Everything quiet; no danger in settlers re- 
turning to their homes unless new trouble arises, which 
is unlikely.” 

WILLETS POINT.

Pandemonium 
reigns in El Paso to-day, one-half of the town being 
under water, with a prospect of a two-foot rise before 
night. About five thousand people are homeless and 
scattered all over the town, wherever there is a vacant 
spot; Many of the houses which were of adobe, within 
an hour after the water steuck them, were only a pile 
of mud. The city council ordered the police to cut the 
dyke made by the Texas Pacific, and which kept back- 
ing the water up higher and higher; the Texas and Pa- 
cific officials objected and had an armed force of men to 
resist, and finally called on the troops for assistance, 
Lieut. Winans, with Troop A, 5th Cav., was soon on the 
road to town, but arrived too late to prevent the cutting 
of the dyke. 

Col. Van Valzah quickly showed his kindness by send- 
ing teams and men to assist, besides supplying a large 
number of tents for the homeless. The scene is inde- 
scribable at this writing. Col. Anson Mills was of the 
opinion that at least two feet of the water could be 
dained off by cutting a large hole into the bottom of the 
old river and drain it off, and offered to superintend the 
work if the mayor would provide the necessary teams 
and men, but his offer was not accepted, as the mayor 
thought the water would not rise as it has done. In 
Juarez, all the citizens and troops were turned out and 
a strong dyke built, of brush, stone and dirt, so that Jua- 
rez has not suffered at all by the flood. Mayor Magof- 
fin’s house, which is also of adobe, is only a short dis- 
tance from the water; he has, however, thrown up a 
high dyke, which will no doubt protect his property. Mr. 
Magoffin is the father of the wife of Lieut. Glasgow, Ist 
Cav.

NEW FIRING REGULATIONS, 


We published last week an illustration of the target 
presented by the new Small Arms Firing Regulations 
for short ranges. We reproduce it here and with it the 
targets for mid-range, yards range and 1,000 yards 
range. The inscription under each target states the 
number of shots fired at it to produce the result shown 
in the engraving, and the arm to which the troops doing 
the firing belong, cavalry or infantry, as the case may be. 

















200-300 Yards Target, Showing Effect of 180 Shots Fired by Cavalry. 


The short range target is also used for firing at 100 
yards. The figure is the silhouette of a soldier in the 
lying position. The center is a rectangle 22 inches high 
(the height of a soldier lying) and 4 feet wide (the width 
of the target), the figure while included in the rectangle 
not being, of course, a portion of the center. The inner 
is a rectangle whose height is the distance between the 
upper boundary of the center and a line drawn parallel 
to it at a distance of 42 inches from the bottom of the 
turget (the height of a soldier kneeling) and its width 
the width of the target. The outer is the rectangle which 
forms the remainder of the target. The entire target is 
a rectangle 6 feet high and 4 feet wide. 

Mid-range target is used for 500 and 600 yards, and 
such practice as may be held at 400 yards. This target 
is a square, 6 feet on a side. The figure is the silhou- 
ette of a soldier in the kneeling position. The center 
and the right and left inners are rectangles whose

“The Naval Heroes and Veterans of the War of the 
Rebellion,” was the subject of a paper read before the 
New York State Council Catholie Benevolent Legion, 
May 23, by Paymr. John Furey, U. S. N., retired. “As 
to the question of religion,” he said, “ it is impossible to 
state how many officers and men belonged to any par- 
ticular denomination. No record was ever made on that 
point. Officers are appointed and men enlisted without 
regard to their religious opinions. That there were quite 
a number of Catholic officers in the regular Navy was 4 
well-known fact, and among them were names that 
helped to make history. The first naval officer killed in 
action during the war was Comdr. James H. Wari, 
U. S. N. He was killed while sighting a gun on board 
the Freeborn in an attack on Matthias Point, on the 
Potomac River, on June 27, 1861. He was a Catholic, 
not only in name, but in practice. Comdr. (now Rear 
Admiral) Daniel Ammen, still living at Ammendale, Md., 
is a Catholic. He rendered distinguished service during 
the war. Rear Adml. B. F. Sands, Comdrs. J. €. 
Febiger and J. C. Beaumont, Lieut. Comdrs. W. Gibson, 
I’. H. Baker, A. W. Weaver and Edward Barrett, and 
Acting Lieut. Joseph D. Daniels, all of the regular Navy, 
were Catholics, as also were others whom I cannot now 
recall to mind, who did their duty well. Among the vol- 
unteer officers there were, no doubt, many Catholics, but 
a few names only come to mind. Among them are those 
of Acting Volunteer Lieut. (now the Rey. Father) Bod- 
fish, of the Boston arch-diocese; Acting Master Henry 
Reaney, father of Chaplain W. H, I. Reaney, U. 8. N., 
the second Catholic chaplain appointed in the Navy; and 
Acting Master James L. Plunkett, who hailed from 
Brooklyn.”

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Of the fiasco in Greece, the ‘‘Army and Navy Gazette 
says: “There has not been in history any example of 
such feeble temerity, boundless presumption, and uni- 
versal incapacity as that which has been offered to the 
world by the Greek nation in challenging Turkey to 
measure swords with her in the field. It is not because 
the fortune of war has gone against the Greeks that we 
say this; there is no slur upon the personal gallantry of 
(reeks. They did not all fight well everywhere; far 
from it, but on many occasions detachments and corps of 
Greeks displayed persistent courage and brilliant mili- 
tary qualities. A war against a power which even in 
its decay has exhibited startling energy is not to be un- 
dertaken by dilettante socieites or guerilla bands. The 
Greek fire has lost its qualities. The bandits who 
swarmed through the Greek posts into Thessaly and 
Epirus vanished before the Turks like the morning mists 
before the sun on the slopes of Pelion. There was no 
popular rising to greet the invaders, no levée en masse, 
and when the Greek Army appeared upon the field it was 
split in two to undertake the conquest east and west, for 
which if united they might have been competent. The 
capture of a Turkish transport with a few men and a 
cargo of arms on board will not shed sufficient luster on 
the (Greek Navy to illuminate the page of history. There 
is some mystery about the inactivity of the Greek Navy 
which has yet to be cleared up. Officers, men, ships, and 
guns were infinitely superior to those of the Suitan’s 
Navy. There seem to be no successors of the bold sea 
captains who came to the front in the old War of Inde- 
pendenee. Notwithstanding the wholly ineffective con- 
dition of the Greek Army, the Crown Prince issued on 
Monday, May 10, the following order of the day, which 
deserves to be preserved: ‘Soldiers of the Greek Army! 
The army has retired on Domoko because our positions 
tt Pharsala were not strong enough and the enemy was 
greatly superior in numbers; but the positions which 
you oeeupy here are so strong that our Army may be 
considered invincible, and I am confident that you will 
le able not only to repulse with success every attack of 
the enemy, even though he is superior in numbers, but 
that you will be able shortly to take the offensive and 
compel him to abandon Greek territory. Remember that 
here you defend the sacred soil of the Fatherland and the 
honor of the King and nation, and that the enemy must 
not be allowed to make a fruther step in Greece. I 
know very well that you have suffered and are suffering 
from many privations, after having been obliged to fight 
for so many days, but we must endure these privations 
with patience in the confidence that we are doing our 
duty to the Fatherland. CONSTANTINOS.’ ”

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The War Department is represented in the Tennessee 
Centennial International Exposition at Nashville by 
Capt. Henry C. Ward, 16th Infantry, U. 8S. A., who is 
well known to citizens of Nashville, where he has been 
stationed for several years. The exhibit represents four 
branches of the Army, viz.: The Quartermaster’s, Engi- 
heer’s, Ordnance and Signal Corps Departments. The 


Quartermaster’s Department presents its usual assort- 
ment of lay figures and models, exhibiting uniforms and 
equipments of various periods, the methods of transpor- 
tation by pack mules and wagon; also silken colors of 
regiments, battalions, armies, corps, divisions and brig- 
ades, and a silken guidon of the 7th Cavalry of Custer 
fame. The Engineer’s presents models of various works 
for public improvement and public defense, and the Ord- 
nance show what excellent use they propose to make of 
the defenses provided for them by the Engineers. They 
also make a formidable display of the means by which 
they propose to hasten arbitration, including samples of 
the different swords, sabers and scabbards used in the 
Army; cavalry and infantry man’s complete equipments; 
urmor piercing shot; shells for 7-inch Howitzer and 5- 
inch siege gun; sample boards of fuzes and ammunition, 
both reloading and non-reloading. The exhibit of the 
Signal Corps includes the famous relics of the Greeley 
relief expedition—the medicine chest, the sealskin boots 
boiled up to make their last meal, the improvised scales 
used to weigh ratiuns, the hatchet and piece of flag car- 
ried by Lockwood and Brainerd to the farthest north, 
ete., ete, 

The exhibit of the Navy at Nashville is intended to 
show its present status.. Nothing is exhibited on ac- 
count of its historical value only. The few old articles 
exhibited are only intended to accentuate the modern 
implements of naval warfare. It is endeavored to give 
this exhibit the greatest intellectual value, and to do this 
prominence has been given to the Bureaus of Construc- 
tion, Equipment, Ordnance and Steam Engineering, while 
other bureaus have received little or no attention. Be- 
sides what is shown in the Government Building, the 
Navy Department also has a medical exhibit in the 
building of Hygiene and Education, which comprises 
most of the hygienic implements used in the naval ser- 
vice, besides models of great interest. The exhibit was 
prepared under the direction of Lieut. C. M. MeCormick, 
U. S. N., the representative of the Department. 


In the “Militir Wochenblatt,” Lieut. Zimmermann, of 
the German army, narrates an exciting episode of the 
American Civil War. It is the story of the attempt 
made in the spring of 1862 by General O. M. Mitchell, 
after the battle of Shiloh, to isolate Chattanooga by send- 
ing a few bold men into the Confederacy to cut its rail- 
road communications with the South and Bast, while 
Mitchell, with his division, attacked the town. A man 
named James J. Andrews had given many proofs of 
fidelity, military usefulness and surpassing boldness, and 
had a short time previously been dispatched with eight 
men to burn the bridges west of Chattanooga. The 
scheme proved abortive, in consequence of troops failing 
to co-operate with him which had been detailed for that 
purpose, and Andrews had returned after having ex- 
amined the Southern positions, doubly anxious to make 
a fresh attempt. He communicated his plan to General 
Mitchell, and it was arranged that the day before the 
General started Andrews was to travel right into 
Georgia with twenty-four men, steal a railway train in 
the enemy’s territory and run down the line, burning the 
bridges of the North Georgia Railway, as also the bridge 
at the junction of the East Tennessee and Georgia rail- 
way lines, thus completely isolating Chattanooga, which, 
weakly garrisoned, would fall into Mitchell’s hands. The 
plan narrowly escaped success, so far as Andrews’ part 
in it was concerned. The story has been often told, and 
as a description of one of the dramatic episodes of the 
war is will bear repetition. It was one of those schemes 
of which the Yankee brain was prolific to escape the 
task of hard and persistent fighting which finally ended 
the war, 
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The “United Service Gazette” says: “Adml. Erben, of 
the U. S. Navy, is well known on this side of the At- 
lantic, and his many British friends who have learnt to 
esteem him both as an officer and as a cultured gentle- 
man, are pleased, but in nowise surprised at the action 
reported to have been recently taken by him with refer- 
ence to an unpleasant incident of the arrest, at New 
York, for drunkenness, of a British sailor belonging to 
the Talbot, which vessel lately visited America in con- 
nection with the Grant celebration. The man, it appears, 
was taken before an Irish police magistrate, who with 
extraordinarily ignorant malice committed him to jail 
for three days in default of the payment of a three dol- 
lars’ fine, at the same time saying, “This is how we get 
even with the Queen.’ This dark side of the picture i? 
felt to be very considerably lightened by the fact that 
the gallant American Admiral, upon hearing of the cir- 
cumstances, expressed the public sentiment of disgust in 
no measured terms, declaring it to be an unpardonable 
affront offered to British guests, and insisting upon the 
fact that, all the world over, seamen were, in s&nilar 
circumstances, invariably cared for and returned to their 
ship. It is noted with peculiar satisfaction that Adml. 
Erben obtained the immediate release of the sailor, and 
it is devoutly hoped that the ill-bred magistrate, who 
showed himself so thoroughly unfitted for his position, 
has been duly snubbed by his superiors for his gross 
insult to a most gracious lady, and unwarrantable breach 
of international courtesy, with neither of which, it is 
felt certain, has any decent American, or, for the matter 
of that, Irishman, the slightest sympathy.”

The debated question of procedure of public officials 
on occasions of ceremony, raised at the time of the inau- 
guration of President McKinley, seems to have been 
settled in accordance, at least in coincidence, with order 
of precedence named in the provisions of the revised 
Army Regulations on the subject of honors, courtesies 


and ceremonies. Article 289 reads: “The officers named 
below will be received with standards and colors droop- 
ing, officers and troops saluting, and the bands and field 
music playing, as follows: The President, the President's 
march; the General, the General’s march; the Lieuten- 
ant General or the Major General commanding the 
Army, trumpets sounding three flourishes or drums beat- 
ing three rutties; a Major General, two flourishes or two 
ruffles; a Brigadier General or one ruffle.” Article 300 
reads: ‘“I'o the Vice-President, the members of the Cabi- 
net, the Chief Justice, the president of the Senate, the 
Speaker of the House, American or foreign ambassadors 
and Governors within their respective States, the same 
honors are paid as to the General.” This order of pre- 
cedence, it will be remembered, was agreed upon as cor- 
rect at the inauguration of President McKinley and 
seems to be definitely settled for the present.

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Our late minister to France, Mr. Eustis, speaking of 
the rejected treaty of arbitration with Hngland, says: 
“IT have always considered it a sentimental farce. It 
is based upon a false idea, in the first place, that the 
intelligent processes of diplomacy are inadequate to ad- 
just differences between the two Governments, and, 
secondly, that the amicable process of special arbitration 
will not be resorted to when diplomacy fails. Both of 
these assumptions are falsified even by our very late 
experience, and it is a humiliating confession by both 
Governments to admit that these potent instrumentali- 
ties are not to be within our reach in the future as they 
have been in the past. If, on the other hand, it means 
that the feeling of hostility between the two countries is 
so pronounced that it is necessary to establish a disci- 
plinary tribunal to keep them in order and to prevent 
them from rushing at each other's throats, which is a 
preposterous supposition, in that case any permanent 
tribunalofarbitration would be brushed aside and utterly 
fail of its intended purpose.” As Mr, Eustis was a 
member of the Cleveland Administration he cannot be 
accused of prejudice against the treaty because of its 
origin, 
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Speaking of the theft of cannon from West Point, the 
Scranton “Weekly Republican” says: “One of these days 
we shall hear of some person, most likely a girl at that, 
getting away with the handsome and natty cadet, and 
all his accoutrements internal and external.”

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NAVAL ACADEMY. 


May 29, 1897, was a great day for the Naval Academy. 
At one bound it has leaped to the front rank of Ameri- 
can oarsmen, capable of meeting any shell crew in tue 
country, ubie to seaU sulle OL Lhe best In a race over auy 
course. ‘his the Academy crew showed to-day in its 
race with the #ennsyivania eight, reaching up to the 
highest hopes of its triends, doing better than the best 
expectations of its most sanguine supporters. ‘The course 


Was two miles, straightaway, begimuing at the buoy on 
Greenberry s s’oimt, ending at tue stuke olf VCemecery 
biun, Naval Acauemy. ‘Lue race Was we Navy's from 
it8 Crisp, Cleau Start as iL LOOK Lhe Waler abead OL Lie 
Pelnsyivauians who, toundering with a crab, feil a joc 
to ihe rear, and continued to do so to Lhe Dhish, 

‘ne Meunsyivanians rowed slowly out anead to the 
starung pot and the cadets followed leisurely after. 
‘ahe omcers of the Course steamed 11 a launch out to the 
Maryiand State steamer McLane, What lay m the Sev- 
ern, and Which had been tendered for the purpose, siice 
tne Academy owls bo boat suitavle for the work of fol- 
lowing an eight-oar shell. ‘Lhe other launches put off to 
clear the course, and Lieut. Aibert W. Grant, Lhe Judge 
of the cadets at the finish, and Mr. ‘Lismer, lor the unl- 
versily, Went oul to the Dish bout, Lhe premmuharies 
of tne start were svon over, and at G:lo the Hash of tue 
oars as the race begun could be seen from the finish boat. 

‘hen the two Juuges look oul Lue Watch and counted. 
Thirty-six strokes to the punute each crew Was puulng. 
‘be quarter-mile had been rowed, and the cadets were 
a length anead; at the half they had made it two; at the 
three-quarter, three; the mile, tour, ‘The sea was choppy, 
with waves a foot high; the wind northwest, and siugnuy 
stilt, and the tide ebv and all against the rowers. due 
cadets were rather bettered by the rough water, having 
encountered such water often this spring im their prac- 
tice, 

‘the Navy was six lengths ahead as the shells passed 
the Monongahela, a half-mile from the finish. ‘hose, at 
the finish, could now see the open water between the 
two shelis as it had been seemimg to be for a mile or 
more, ‘bhen the university put a spurt into its move- 
ments, ‘this time, like Cornell a fortnight since, the 
cadets had the lead and the contidence, tov, and they 
looked with calm indifference on Pennsyivania’s effort to 
close the gap betwen them, and kept on pulling at ther 
steady, sturdy, rapid thirty-six to the minute, Ihen tne 
cheers began to ring from the Navy’s friends at the 
finish, and, in thirteen minutes and forty-eight seconds 
from the start, the Navy crossed the finish line seven 
lengths ahead of the Pennsylvania crew. ‘The visitors 
followed twenty-eight seconds later. As the Pennsylva- 
hians reached the cadet shell that had paused to see 
their opponents cross the line, the victors cheered the 
vanquished, and then pulled at a lively rate to their boat 
house, to be greeted with hearty cheers by their friends 
on the sea wall, ‘The Pennsylvanians sadly and slowly 
followed and were equally cheered as they reached the 
boat house and carried their faithless shell ashore. 

The judges at the start were Mr. Reath for the Penn- 
sylvanians, and Lieut, Jasper for the cadets. At the 
finish, Lieut. Grant for the cadets, and Mr, ‘Tismer for 
the Pennsylvanians. Referee, Dr. Paul J. Dashiell. 

Manager Miller took the time for the cadets, and Dr. 
“Archie’ Wright for the university. 

The Navy was jubilant. Smiles wreathed all brows, 
and the stern commandant of cadets, Comdr. White, 
came out of the boat house, after the race, radiant and 
making no bones of his unaffected delight. Coach Arm- 
strong was full of praise for the cadets’good work, He 
said: “They came up to my most sanguine expectations 
and rowed a strong race. I think their stroke superior 
ito the Pennsylvanians’ style, and | attribute their vic- 
tory to that fact and my boys’ hardy endurance.” 

Captain McCarthy, the popular captain of the cadets, 
said: “It was our hardest row for the year, and, while 
greatly elated over the cadets’ good form, I am sorry for 
the Pennsylvanians’ hard luck, in getting such a poor 
start. IL attribute the victory to the steady and patient 
work of Mr. Armstrong, our beloved instructor, and 
the noble work of our hardy oars.” 

The red and* blue crew left here for home via Balti- 
more, having had, according to their own account, a 
splendid time, as guests of the cadets, but and excepting 
the result of the race, 

Chaplain H. H. Clarke, of the U. S. Navy, preached 
the baccalaureate sermon May 30 in the chapel to the 
graduates of the Naval Academy. A large congregation 
was present, including the Battalion of Cadets, officers of 
the Academy, residents of the institution and friends and 
relatives of the graduates. The cadet choir led the sing- 
ing. 

With military promptness at a quarter to eleven on 
May 31 the Academic Board of the Naval Academy 
came out of the library and proceeded to the Board 
House to meet the Board of Visitors. Superintendent 
Cooper and Comdr. White, commandant of cadets, led 
the corps and were received with the customary honors, 

Decoration Day was observed here with the usual cere- 
monies of the occasion. 

The naval cadets gave the Board of Visitors on May 
31 in the afternoon a lesson of their skill in seamanship. 
They clambered to the top-yards of the Monongahela 
and let down the sails from the royals to the courses. 
The cadets worked nimbly, and there was neither 
let nor accident in the afternoon’s exercise, and every 
piece of the work, from letting go the sails to hauling on 
the ropes was done by the cadets without the assistance 
of a single seaman, Several old salts stood on the wharf 
and looked with unaffected interest on the work of the 
striplings. The drill was under the charge of the head 
of the Department of Seamanship, Comdr, W. 'T. Swin- 
burne; assistants, Lieut. Ff’. KE. Beatty, Lieut. W. S. Ben- 
son, Lieut. P. W. Hourigan. Lieut. Beatty was on the 
bridge. At 6:30 P. M. there was a dress parade. 

The Board of Visitors organized May 51. by electing 
Capt. John Wilkes, president, and J. W. Miller, Vice- 
president and the appointment of Lieut. EK. F. Leiper, U. 
S. N., as secretary. Committees were selected as fol- 
lows: Conditions of Admissions to and Discharge from 
the Academy, Messrs. William Lindsay, F. H. Wilson 
and George E. Garretson; Subjects of Study, Messrs. G. 
E. Foss, J. W. Miller and J. J. Hart; Subjects of Study 
and Standard of Scholarship, Messrs. T. H. Carter, I’. 
W. Hackett and John L. Pratt. The president of the 
Board was selected to deliver the oration before the 
graduating class. 

Those who have business with the Navy at an appointed 
hour must keep the engagement or the business is trans- 
acted without them. So, at precisely 9 on June 1 
from the Santee’s wharf, could be seen, along the north- 
eastern wall, a flotilla of launches, under oars, filled with 
naval cadets, rigged in their jaunty canvas suits, and 
conveyed by two puffing steam feanaiees, the whole under 
the command of Ensign _E. Moale, Jr. Alongside the 
wharf lay the sturdy Standish, manned by two gun 
erews of cadets, in charge of a four-pounder rapid-fire 
rifle, and a six-inch breech-loader. —The officers were: 
Lieut. Alex. MeCrackin, head of the Department of Ord- 
nance, with his assistant, Lieut. W. R. Shoemaker. 


Lieut, E. F. Leiper, as secretary of the Board of_Visit- 
ors, was present as was P. A, Surg. L. L. von Wede- 


kind, to take care of the wounded. The Board of Visit- 
ors were also on board of the battleship. At the end 
of the pier the seamen of the Monongahela, manning the 
yards and putting on the new sails of the ship for its 
approaching practice cruise, made an agreeable contrast 
to the pleasant picture of the youngsters just going into 
battle. ‘he boatswain that had his new crew in charge 
paid no attention to men and greatness around, but bel- 
1owed in stentorian tones his orders to the crew because 
they did not make work good and fast enough, since 
they were new at this old-time way of handling ship, for 
they had just been drafted from one of the modern cruis- 
ers of the service. 

it was a run of a few minutes to reach the shore oppo- 
site Fort Madison. ‘Then the guns of the warship opened 
tire on the fort to clear the underbrush of a hidden en- 
emy and to make ready for the landing party to do its 
work in the plan of battle. The Standish came to a 
standstill when off*the center of the fort, and opened 
with her Gatling gun on the unseen enemy. The boats 
swept round the bow of the Standish and into Carr’s 
Creek, moving at a pace that would have done credit to 
a shell crew. By this time the enemy had been heard 
from. Little puffs of blue smoke could be seen rising 
from plucky gunners hidden in the foliage of the fort, 
and who were unwilling to yield up this important cita- 
del without resistance. It was a bold defense, but what 
could Lieut. Comdr. Du Bose do with four men against 
a battleship, a flotilla of cutters and a convoy of launches 
with Gatling guns! So he and his brave men, yielding 
to superior numbers, beat a hasty retreat as the men 
from the cutters leaped into the shallow water and, 
wading ashore, rushed with a cheer up the sloping sides 
of the redoubt and once more, as annually done, cap- 
tured the fort. 

The cutters with their crews returned to the Academy, 
and the Standish steamed out into the Chesapeake, 
where the gun crews gave an exhibition of moving tar- 
get practice at a distance of 1,100 to 1,600 yards. Cadet 
A. Ht. MeCarthy was captain of the six-inch gun, and 
Cadet ‘KK. Fk. Eggert commanded the four-pounder. The 
ship was put under steam and the batteries opened. The 
range Was easily found and, although the target was not 
struck, the shots all fell in one place, and any one of 
them would have riddled an ordinary ship. The Visitors 
were highly pleased with this new exhibition of skill and 
competency. 

The Standish returned to the Academy and the cadets 
were given a rest for the day, excepting the engineer 
division who, at 3 P. M., displayed their ability in the 
machine shop. 

The naval cadets who play baseball met this morning 
and elected their captain for next year. It was Naval 
Cadet Edward T. Constein, of Pennsylvania, a member 
of the second class. Cadet Constein is an excellent 
choice. He plays second base and is a good all-round 
player. He also stands well in his studies, being more 
than half-way up to the top of his class. 

Prof. Charles A. Zimmerman, leader of the Naval 
Academy Band, has been presented with a gold medal by 
this year’s graduates of the Academy. ‘The souvenir of 
good will is circular in form, surrounded by an outlying 
wreath of laurel, and, attached to the pin, by which it is 
held, are golden chains, a lyre, a music book, a baton, 
and an anchor. The inscription is: “lo Prof. Charles A. 
Zimmerman, class of "96, United States Naval Acad- 
emy. 

The naval cadets have received the following telegram 
from Charles S. Francis, of Cornell, the referee in the 
Cornell-Cadet race: “‘Hearty congratulations on behalf 
of Cornell and myself on gallant vietory yesterday. 
thought your boys would finally do it.”

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Repairs on ships of the Navy will practically cease 
next month. The appropriations made by Congress for 
keeping the ships in good condition are nearly exhausted, 
and the next month orders will be issued at the Nav) 
Yards furloughing the men until the appropriations for 
the next fiscal year become available. About $2,500,000 
has been spent during the last fiscal year making repairs 
to ships, and a large portion of this sum was approprtl 
ated for the purpose of making good deficienciés which 
had been created by reason of the action of the author 
ities in putting the ships in condition for active service. 
The appropriation for the next fiscal year is only $1,500, 
000. ‘This sum is insufficient, and another deficiency will 
probably have to be made good by Congress. For repair 
ing the Newark alone it has been estimated that $100,000 
will be required. The New York will probably be placed 
out of commission in the fall and repaired, and when 
the Minneapolis and Cincinnati come home, they alse 
will be sent to navy yards to be put in condition for 
service. The cruiser Philadelphia, which is acting 4 
the flagship of the Pacific Station, will be relieved by the 
Baltimore, the repairs to which have just been completed 
at Mare Island. The eruiser Charleston is also under 
going repairs at Mare Island, and the cruisers Chicag® 
ane are being repaired at the New York Navy

At 11 A. M., May 31, the cadets were formed in ranks 
and marched to the enclosure erected for the exercises 
in connection with the dedication of the battle monu- 
ment, At the same hour Col. Ernst, Profs. Michie and 
Larned and Capt. Wilder drove to the hotel and escorted 
the Secretary of War and party to the platform. Upon 
the stand were many familiar faces, Gen. Webb, Gen. 
Saxton, Gen. Tidball, Gen. Andrews and Col. Hasbrouck 
being among the number.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


7th N. Y.—COL. D. APPLETON. 

The participation of the 7th Regt., of New York, in 
the ceremonies attending the dedication of the Shaw 
monument in Boston, Mass., on May 31, 1897, is an 
event that will go down among the most memorable in its 
history. Its reception in Boston by the people, as well as 
the courtesy shown it by the Ist Corps of Cadets, Col. 
T. F. Edmands, and other military men and citizens, 
Was an evidence of hospitality and good will rarely ac- 
corded any visiting organization, and it is safe to say 
that the 7th has never perhaps before met with such a 
spontaneous and hearty reception in all its long career. 
‘Lhe great reception at the hands of the people was not 
alone due to the fact that Col. Shaw, in whose honor the 
monument was erected, first began his military career as 
a member of the 7th, but because the people quickly rec- 
ognized true military worth, besides the mere apprecia- 
tion of the visit of the regiment in honor of the day. 
They had heard a great deal about the drill and disci- 
pline of the Tth, and when it finally made its appearance 
with its perfect step, alignments and distances, and su- 
perb bearing, the crowds were more than satisfied. They 
saw for themselves the largest and best drilled National 
Guard regiment in America, as well as the best disci- 
plined. If there is anything of value in a military or- 
ganization it is in its ability to be in the right place at 
the right time, and the 7th always does this. It left its 
armory at the minute ordered. En route to the steamer 
Massachusetts, of the Providence Line, on which it em- 
barked at the foot of Spring street, the regiment partici- 
pated at the unveiling of the Cooper statue. It was due 
at Cooper Union at 4:30 o’clock, and was there to the 
minute. It formed in mass in handsome shape, present- 
ing arms at the moment of unveiling, while its band 
played the “Star-Spangled Banner.” The command 
gave a marching salute to Mayor Strong, and ex-Mayors 
Hewitt, Cooper and Edson,, and then resumed its march 
at 4:40 o’clock. With a good swinging step and behind 
a fine band and drum corps, Col. Appleton marched his 
men in double column of fours, down Fourth to Mac- 
dougal street, to Spring street, to the boat, a large crowd 
following, and the darkies in “Nigger Alley” growing 
wild with delight. By marching in double column of 
fours, both battalions could hear the music, the street 
was entirely cleared and the regiment more compact. At 
the steamer the thorough work of Col. Appleton’s staff 
officers, and the completeness of each staff department 
was most practically demonstrated, and it will serve as 
an object lesson for other organizations. 

Under the direction of Q. M. Walter G. Schuyler and 
his assistants, Lieuts. W. H. Folsom and J. T. Fisher, as 
well as Q. M. Sergts. Bostwick and Whitney, the 
matter of quarters for every man in the regiment had 
all been previously arranged, and the command kept up 
an uninterrupted march over the gangway, every com- 
pany proceeding at once to the part of the vessel it had 
been allotted. There were no such questions as “where 
will I go?” or a blockade of men in confusion, for each 
company got to its place as quickly as if it had been 
there before daily for a year. In ten minutes men and 
baggage were all on board. At 5:30, the prescribed hour, 
lines were cast off, and the good boat.Massachusetts was 
on her way to Providence, 

Now, ordinarily the feeding of some 200 passengers is 
considered a very fair number, but when something like 
a thousand healthy guardsmen suddenly appear on a 
steamer, it was a paralyzer, or, at least, it would have 
been but for two things, viz., the efficient work of Comy. 
James W. Myers, assisted by Comy. Sergt. Crouch, in 
conjunction with the enterprise and intelligent manage- 
ment of the Providence ion. represented in this in- 
stance by Asst. Gen. Pass. Agent W. DeW. Dimock 
and Steward W. SS. Searlett. This was really 
marvelously accomplished. The companies were fed 
in relays. Lieut. Myers agreed to have them on 
hand at a precise hour, while Steward Scarlett 
in turn agreed that he would be ready to serve 
at the appointed time. The 1st and 2d Cos., for example, 
reported at 6 o'clock, and the next two were due at sup- 
per at 6:40. By 6:35 all had eaten and departed, and 
tables all ready for the next detachment. There was no 
scrambling or confusion, each table had a ecard designat- 
ing the company to occupy it, and all were on time, and 
served and departed on time. It was undoubtedly the 
best piece of work in feeding, especially with first-class 
hotel fare, on record. In spending two nights and a 
morning on the Massachusetts this is the amount of ra- 
tions the regiment consumed: 300 gallons of mock turtle 
soup, 35 sets of ribs of beef, 600 spring chickens, 500 
bunches of asparagus, 15 cases of canned green corn, 8 
barrels of potatoes, 100 bunches of radishes, 5 
gallons of pickles, 500 quarts of ice cream. 500 





pies, 3,000) French rolls, 600 loaves of French 
bread, 400 gallons of coffee. 50 gallons of tea, 
200) gallons of milk and 25 gallons of cream. 


Every one felt comfortable and happy and up to the 
hour of “taps” the members enjoyed themselves in a be- 
coming manner, and there was naturally any amount of 
fun. At taps, though, all noise ceased on the instant. 
There was an alert guard, but so far as infractions of 
discipline was concerned it was not needed. It was offi- 
cered as follows: First tour, from departure of boat till 
12 P. M., officer of the day, Capt. Robert McLean: offi- 
cer of the guard, Lieut. Walter S. Wilson. Second tour, 
from 12 P. M. till the regiment entrained at Providence, 
officer of the day, Capt. George W. Rand; officer of the 
guard, Lieut. John W. McDougall. 

The regiment had just two distinguished guests on 
board, these were Gen. Louis Fitzgerald and Maj. A. P. 
Montant, of his staff, both ex-members of the regiment: 
it is needless to say they had a good time. Then there 
were two other distinguished passengers taken along to 
find any valuables that might be missing, they were De- 
tectives Valleley and O’Connell from Police Headquar- 
ters. Of course, long before the sounding of reveille, 
the boys were out of their bunks, and some might have 
been pulled out just for fun. ‘Lieut. Col, Kipp as a kind 
of guardian angel over the field staff and two guests, 
sat up the entire night, and his attentions will long be 
remembered. The two detectives were also night owls. 
The Massachusetts, under Capt. Griffin, reached her 
dock at Providence Sunday, May 30, ahead of time in 
honor of the 7th. Assembly was sounded at 5:45 A. M.. 
and the regiment in two sections was en-trained and off 
for Boston at 6:10, where it arrived at 7:25. Here it 
was met by Lieut. Carpenter and a detail of non-coms. 
from the Ist Corps of Cadets, before a large crowd of 
people. Lieut. Carpenter offered in behalf of his corps 
the hospitality of the armory, which was gladly accepted 
hy Col. Appleton, who is himself a graduate of the 1st 
Corps. The companies were marched over to the build- 
ing, W here arms were stacked, after which the several 
companies, under escort of 1st Corps details, marched 
to their respective hotels. The headquarters of Col. Ap- 
pleton were established at the “Brunswick,” which was 
also the quarters of Cos. D and

peared in front of the hotel to receive or escort the col-

In the afternoon the projected review by Governor 
Wolcott at the Country Club had to be abandoned, owing 
to the condition of the grounds, due to the heavy rain 
Here Mr. Denny and Mr. Batchelder, stewards of th 
club, had made every arrangement for the entertainment! 
of the regiment, and a great disappointment was natur 
ally felt that the review could not be held. In the after 
noon, previous to the departure of the regiment to Provi 
dence on its return home, a most elaborate banquet was 
given the members of the 7th by the 1st Corps of Cadets 
in their armory. 

When the hour came for departure the cadets, under 
Col. Edmands, arranged for a very pretty ceremony ¢ 
escort. The bands of both organizations were consoli 
dated; Col. Edmands marched beside Col. Appleto 
while hiscommissioned and non-commissioned officers and 
men were scattered throughout the 7th, details paradinz 
on each flank.

THE DRY DOCK QUESTION. 

Commo. E. O. Matthews, Chief of Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, has transmitted to the Secretary of the Navy 
the report of the Board of Civil Engineers upon the 
leaking dry dock No, 3 at the Navy Yard, New York. 
He says: 

“The board, having found the cause of the leak, make 
a recommendation, with an estimate of $29,313. While 
the plan suggested might succeed, yet it would be some- 
what of the nature of an expensive experiment. The 
Bureau thinks it would be true economy in work of such 
vital importance to the battleships of our Navy to make 


sure, and would therefore recommend that a cofferdam 
be constructed, so that the leak may not only be stopped, 
but all cavities that may have been formed be complete- 
ly filled in, and the dock made in all respects as good 
as it was intended to be, and would estimate as follows: 
Constructing cofferdam and removing same, $48,000; 
repairs recommended by board, $30,000; contingencies, 
$22,000; total, $100,000. While the estimate may seem 
large, yet it should be available in case of need. Only 
so much of it as may be needed for completing the work 
in a substantial manner will be used.” 

Three weeks ago we said that to provide a sufficient 
remedy it will be necessary to build a cofferdam. Mr, 
Boutelle, of Maine, introduced a_ resolution into Con- 
gress on the 31st of May, appropriating the sum asked 
for by Commodore Matthews, and it was referred to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs.
